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MEMORIAL TO HELEN SARAH MOYLAN 
1891-1941 


HE sudden and untimely death of Helen Sarah Moylan is mourned by 

many friends throughout the country. It is an inestimable loss to the 
profession. The pages of the Law Liprary Journa record her notable contri- 
butions to the advancement of law library science. She was President of the 
American Association of Law Libraries during the year 1938-39 and her wise 
and skillful leadership reflected high honor upon it. She was always generous 
with individual assistance and willing to cooperate with others. 

Miss Moylan served as law librarian at the State University of Iowa 
beginning in 1922. Hers was a service rich in results. The excellence of the 
library is the most eloquent witness to her broad vision and the high quality 
of her work. She had formerly been law librarian at West Virginia University 
and previous to that had been a member of the staff of the Harvard Law Review 
and of the foreign cataloging department of the Harvard Law School Library. 

She was born in Boston and graduated from Radcliffe College. Her life 
exemplified the pursuit of scholarship to a remarkable degree. In addition to 
her duties as librarian, lecturer in Legal Bibliography, and secretary of the 
Towa Law Review, she completed the work for the B. 8. degree in the Columbia 
University Schoo] of Library Service and lacked only a few hours of completing 
the work for the J. D. degree at lowa. She was to have received it next June. 
Her scholastic achievements are indicated by the statement of the faculty 
members of the College of Law that she would have been elected to member- 
ship in the Order of the Coif. 

These outstanding intellectual qualities were combined with an unusually 
fine personality. A strong religious feeling motivated her actions and her sense 
of fairness was unfailing. Her keen wit and kindly interest in people endeared 
her to everyone. Her devotion to her family was well known and with the 
sense of our loss is mingled deep sympathy for them.

HEN I looked in the Law Liprary JourNat filing box for the July Law 
LipraRy JOURNAL and inquired as to its whereabouts, I was told it had 
been sent into the “Defense Room.” 

That disposition of the July number was because of the Bibliography of 
Materials Related to War by Lotus Mitchell Mills, and I made a mental note 
to get a second copy of the magazine, which has been ordered. 

The Defense Room carries a little of everything, extra numbers of maga- 
zines, scrapbooks from the first World War and of the present emergency, and 
United States Public Depository material. All material is rather carefully 
-sataloged, for in the cataloging we see the real service which can be rendered. 

No material may be taken from the Library. This is forbidden by the 
Wisconsin Statutes. However, sets of the catalog cards have been sent out in 
various directions. They are cataloged so much in detail that anything in 
print could be ordered from the cards. 

While the WPA Project in the Library made the Library catalog and 
the catalog for the Defense Room, the MCR (Milwaukee County Relief) 
people have made catalogs for the various governmental departments, social 
service agencies, and for the ten American Legion Clubhouses of the County. 
The American Legion has a Speakers’ Bureau, and we are hopeful that the 
material we have in the Defense Room may be of use to them. 

Surprisingly enough the greatest interest seems to be in the material from 
the firsts World War. In the scrapbooks from 1917, we have collections of 
war songs, poems, material on war saving stamps, all cataloged. In the 1917 
material is listed:

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We have also pamphlets from the H. W. Wilson Company Vertical File 
Service Catalog. A subscription to the Canadian Welfare Council is going into 
he Defense Room now. Some of the British Library material has gone out 
to the supervising dietitian at the County Institutions, and some to the women 
teaching NYA girls in their homekeeping project in Milwaukee County.

Defense articles in various magazines, not necessarily law magazines, have 
been cataloged; it is surprising in what magazines one does find defense articles! 
Many articles which I have not found myself have been brought to the Library 
for the Defense Room. 

The Selective Service material and the Defense catalog we put out in the 
main Library as well as in the Defense Room. We do not consider that we 
have done an exhaustive piece of work, but we have done what came our way. 

The Circuit Court Judges of the County, nine in all, were Chairmen of 
Advisory Boards under the Selective Service System, so that it was natural 
that the Library should want everything on Selective Service that we could 
find. Of course, the Judges received the material from Madison for their own 
use. Anybody who goes after Selective Service material will find that it is an 
exhausting process, if they have the same experience we had. We didn’t have 
a good time at all, until we found out about the Public Relations Officers in the 
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United States Army, and how interested they were. They are the people to 
ask for material if a courteous response is desired. 

The Defense Room just “grew,” and it will be hard to tell just how far 
it will develop. 

There is a small collection of books in the Defense Room, and this last 
week we purchased Schiller, Military Law and Defense Legislation, a modern 
source book of military law. 

Books in the Library are purchased at the direction of Judges, but the 
Librarian has a small allowance which she may spend without judicial direction, 
and she tries to make it cover economics and other material in which there 
seems to be a special interest. The Library is open to the public, which, of 
course, the fact that it receives Public Depository material would evidence. 

Everything that goes into the Defense Room bears the stamp Derense 
Room so that, no matter to what spot it wanders, we hope there will be no 
question but it will come back to the room in which we desire it to be placed. 

WPA, which has given us most efficient assistance in the Library, we are 
hoping will find it possible to give us someone to supervise our present-time 
Defense scrapbooks. January first we had three NC (non-certified) workers. 
Now we have none. That is the difference between success and failure in what 
we are trying to do. We are told it is a result of “reduction of quota,” and 
of course, quite naturally, we'd rather have the quotas reduced in other places 
than on our Library work, particularly on our Defense Room work.

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THE REPORTS OF YEAR BOOK 10 HENRY V (1422) FOUND 
IN A MANUSCRIPT ABRIDGMENT OF YEAR BOOKS*

ie BLACK LETTER text of the Year Books does not contain reports of 
the tenth (and last) year of the reign of Henry V. The tenth year of Henry 
V’s reign began 21 March 1422 and ended 31 August 1422.1. The only terms 

court in this period were the Easter and Trinity terms, so that the reports for 
hose terms constitute all the reports for Year Book 10 Henry V. Apparently, 
owever, manuscripts containing reports of this year are of excessive rarity. 

Fitzherbert, who usually can be relied upon to supply reports from years un- 

printed in the black letter text,? had no manuscript containing reports of this 

ir—or, if he had such manuscripts he did not make use of them.* The other 
winted abridgments, Statham and Brooke, likewise do not give reports assigned 
) this year. This gap, one of the many in the printed Year Books, must then be 
lled in from manuscript sources. 

The printed catalogues of the great libraries of England do not contain a 
escription of any manuscript likely to contain reports of this year.*| An exami- 
ition of the various manuscripts here in the United States—those in the Con- 

gressional Law Library, the Philadelphia Free Law Library, the Huntington 

Library,’ and the Harvard University Law Library—reveals that only one manu- 

script, abridged or otherwise, in any of those collections contains reports ascribed 

to this the tenth year of Henry V’s reign. That manuscript is in the Harvard 

University Law Library collection and is known there as Dunn MS 41° If 

further search should reveal conclusively that there are no other manuscripts 

containing reports of this year, then Dunn MS 41 will be a primary authority 


or these reports.’ This, we hope, will not prove to be the case.

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The manuscript in the Harvard collection known as Dunn MS 41 is a com- 
posite volume of 484 vellum leaves (814 by 6 inches). The first portion of the 
manuscript (fos. 1-73)* is a copy of the treatise known as Novae Narrationes;° 
the second portion (fos. 1-429)'® is an abridgment of the Year Books on the 
order of Fitzherbert’s. Graunde Abridgment. The quires to the first portion of 
the manuscript run: a‘(—3), b*-g*, h®, j'®, k®(-2,3,4,5,6) = 72 folios. The quires 
to the second portion of the manuscript (the abridgment) follow thus, (the quires

The abridgment, /.e., the second portion of thi 
manuscript, therefore now consists of 412 folios, and the whole volume of 484 
folios. There are an average of 28 lines to the full page, and from 12 to 14 words 
to the full line. The manuscript is almost entirely without punctuation, and the 
use of capital letters is haphazard. The cases are not numbered, though with 


some exceptions each case constitutes a separate paragraph. The marginalia 


vary from the single catch-word to brief sentence annotations.'* The names of 
justices and counsel are ordinarily, though by no means always, underlined in 
the manuscript. The manuscript appears to have been written by several hands 
of which more will be said later.*° Thus the manuscript is a composite volume 
in the sense that it consists of a treatise and an abridgment.

Thus, the manuscript as it is now bound together does consist of two separate 
abridgments fitted together under one alphabet. The question remains, however, 
whether the physical and textual features of the manuscript warrant the assump- 
tion that two separate abridgments were taken by some third party and fitted 
together and bound as we now have the volume.** It seems clear enough that 
they do not. What seems to have been done is this: Abridgment I, that of the 
Year Books of Edward III, was originally an independent and separate abridg- 
ment which contained a great many blank leaves. This abridgment came into 
the hands of the man who was preparing an abridgment—that is, the man who 
wrote Abridgment II. The man who wrote Abridgment II had, indeed, started 
his abridgment when he acquired Abridgment I, as will appear later, and when he 
acquired I he took it apart and fitted it into his own abridgment (II) and con- 
tinued his work. Doubtless he was working upon his own abridgment (II) in an 
unbound state,** and it seems likely that he dismantled Abridgment I, when it 
came to him, and put the leaves and quires in amongst his own before concluding 
his own work. When the scribe of Abridgment II had finished his work the 
leaves were bound together as we now have them, and the volume has thus come 
down to us. 

The fact that the seribe of Abridgment II had not concluded his work when 
he acquired Abridgment I can be very easily demonstrated. Folios 1-4 are clearly 
folios which belong to Abridgment II while folios 5-7 belong to Abridgment I[ 
Folio 4 is a counterpart of folio 5; that is, they are both on the same leaf folded 
in the center. They could not have been pieced or fitted together. In fact thes 





folios (1-7) are all of the same quire so that the same thing is true of the other 
leaves of this quire. This is also true of folios 44-50 (one quire: 4445 II,

Here then 
are fifteen quires which in addition to being quires clearly belonging to Abridg- 
ment IT also contain leaves which once made up Abridgment I. Clearly the 
scribe of Abridgment II could not have been finished when he acquired Abridg- 
ment I for he used the blank sheets in Abridgment I. 

If we were to take the abridgment apart and reconstruct its two component 
parts we would probably find that the folios would go together as shown in the 
lable below:

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These data we may summarize thusly: the abridgment portion of Dunn MS 
#1 consists of two separate abridgments, one an abridgment of the Year Books 
of Edward III which was written by at least two scribes, the other a “general 
abridgment of the Year Books, which were fitted together under one alphabet and

completed by the compiler of the “general” abridgment. These facts raise many 
interesting possibilities, but more than this we ought not to say in our present | 
state of knowledge concerning these old manuscript abridgments. But it seems 
safe to assert that a fuller appreciation of the many questions attendant upon 
the study of the Year Books, and more particularly upon the method of the com- 
pilations of the Year Book abridgments may perhaps result from a study of thi 
Dunn manuscript in the Harvard collection. 

To return, however, to the Year Book of 10 Henry V. There are sixteen 
reports in the Dunn MS assigned to year ten Henry V.** Ten of these reports 
ure assigned to Easter Term, and the remaining six are assigned to Trinity Term | 
10 Henry V. Of the ten reports assigned to Easter 10 Henry V two were printed 
by Professor Williams in his edition of Year Book 1 Henry VI.** The cas 
printed below as Easter Case 1 though found in all of the manuscripts of Yea 
‘Book 1 Henry VI was heard in Easter 10 Henry V as shown by the record.*® That 
the scribe of Dunn MS 41 correctly dates this case seems significant, and it is 
quite possible that he properly assigned to 10 Henry V the report printed below as 
Easter Case 8 since the identification of it as a report of Year Book 1 Henry VI

appears open to some doubt.*® The rolls indicate that the reports printed as 
Case 19 and Case 27 in the modern edition of Year Book 1 Henry VI properly 
belong to Trinity 10 Henry V.** For the sake of completeness these two cases 
ure here reprinted following the cases assigned to the Trinity Term by the Dunn 
manuscript. It seems likely that we have here a complete set of the extant Yea 
300k reports of 10 Henry V.** 

A lengthy comment on the reports printed below is hardly called for. On thi 





whole the cases are somewhat more interesting than the general run of Yea 
Book reports. The case concerning trial by battle gives us some interesting side- 
lights on this antiquated mode of trial.*° There are cases on amercement, 
annuity, battle, capias, debt, diem clausit extremum, distress, fine, mort 
d’ancestor, novel disseisin, and trespass, in all quite a variety for so few reports 

One hundred thirty-eight years ago the Select Committee appointed “to 
enquire into the state of the Publie Records of Great Britain . . .” reeommended

by reprinting the rest from more correct copies This handsome recom- 
endation remained completely inoperative for two-thirds of a century, and 
then when finally acted upon was cut down to the editing of the unpublished 
Year Book of Edward I,*' and to filling up the gap existing in the black letter 
edition between the 10th and 21st years of Edward III.*2. The last volume issued 
inder the authority of the Master of the Rolls appeared in 1911. Since that 
time the only attention given to filling up the existing gaps in the Year Books 
s been by the Ames Foundation who have published the 11th, 12th, and 13th 
ius of Richard II. The Selden Society, whose work in the sources of English 
has outdistanced all others both as to “quantity and quality,” thus far has 
nited itself to the re-editing of the Year Books of Edward II, Edward IV, and 
Henry VI.** Very little has been said, and still less done, concerning the sixty- 
vht odd years completely omitted in the old edition of the Year Books.** Some 
fer to say that the entire job is impossible, but there are some of us who find 
easure in believing not only that the gaps may be someday filled in, but that 
shall possess a critical edition of the whole series of Year Books.

California Publishes Administrative Register 


THE Strate oF CALirorNiA has provided for the publication of rules and 
regulations of state officers, boards, authorities, agencies, and commissions in 


a publication to be known as the California Administrative Register (Senate 
Bill No. 742, an act to add article 21 to chapter 3 of title 1, part 3 of the Politi- 
cal Code, approved by the Governor June 9, 1941). 

Members in attendance at the Annual Meeting of the A.A.L.L. at Old Point 
Comfort, Virginia, will recall the discussion on the need for publication of state 


rules and regulations and particularly the remarks of C. C. Moreland, law 
librarian, Michigan State Library, who outlined a plan to secure publication 
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of administrative rules and regulations in the State of Michigan (34 L. Lis. J. 
258-259, Sept. 1941). 

A Committee on Legislation has been appointed by President Hill of the 
A.A.L.L. to devote itself primarily to urging publication of all state rules and 
regulations. The members of this committee are: Carroll C. Moreland; Lawrence 
H. Schmehl, New York County Lawyers’ Association; Herbert V. Clayton, 
California State Library; and Richard Welling, University of Virginia. 


Law Librarians’ Society of Washington, D. C. 

Miss Mary AGNes Brown, attorney in the Solicitor’s office of the Veterans’ 
\dministration, spoke at the September 16th dinner meeting of the Law 
Librarians’ Society of Washington, D. C. Introduced by President Joseph 
Gauges, librarian and marshal of the United States Court of Customs and 
Patent Appeals, Miss Brown spoke on “Mexican Law Schools and Libraries.” 
Directing her talk primarily to her experiences as a student in the 1941 Summer 
School of the University of Mexico, Miss Brown described the libraries in 
Mexico City stating that the library of the law school is a part of the University 
| ibrary. 

“The National Library of Mexico,” Miss Brown said, “is housed in the 
incient church of San Augustin, near the Cathedral. It contains approximately 
200,000 books in English, German, Spanish, French, Italian and Latin. There 
are approximately 30,000 readers a year. The Director of the Library is Dr. 
Jose Vasconcelos, founder of popular education in Mexico, and leading man 
of letters.”’ 

Miss Brown reported that “The Mexican municipal archives, housed in 
the National Museum, contains a collection of old books and documents relating 
to the early history of the city. Among these are the records of the first council 
meeting held in 1524, with rubrica of Cortes, the Spanish conqueror. There 
are many other old manuscripts and parchment books, attractively bound, with 
illuminated texts.” 

“A new library to be known as the Benjamin Franklin Library,” Miss 
Brown said, “will open in Mexico City in November.” Sponsored by the Ameri- 
can Library Association, this library will be “a typical medium-sized American 
publie library, operating under the supervision of a board of directors composed 
of three Mexican members and six representatives of United States organiza- 
tions active in Mexico.” (See 66 Lis. Jour. 946. Nov. 1, 1941.) It will be under 
the direction of Dr. Harry M. Lydenberg, formerly Director of the New York 
Publie Library. 

“There is much in Mexico,’ Miss Brown concluded, ‘to interest a law 
librarian whether his tastes run to ancient or modern culture.” 


Carolina Law Library Association

Law Library in Raleigh, Friday, October 24. Mr. Wm. R. Roalfe, law hbrarian 
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of Duke University Law School, made a very interesting report on the meeting 
of the American Association of Law Libraries held at Old Point Comfort, 
Virginia, in June. 


Law Library Association of Greater New York 

THE Honoras_e Jacos A. ViseL, United States Commissioner for the East- 
ern District of New York, addressed the Law Library Association of Greater 
New York at its dinner meeting on October 6th at the Hotel Collingwood in 
New York City. He was introduced by Harry A. Horton, librarian of th 
Supreme Court Library in Queens County. 

Judge Visel described to the Association his conception of what a law 
library and law librarian should be. He urged that the law library be made 
a more cheerful and inviting place in which to work and advocated that the 
law librarian put more emphasis upon the development of his own personality 


He pointed out that specialized training is not the only requisite for success, 


that ability to get along with others is also of prime importance.

Forty Years of Carnegie Giving, by Robert M. Lester, Secretary of th 
Carnegie Corporation of New York (Scribner’s, 1941), “is a reference book of 
factual information as to the gifts made by Mr. Carnegie and the work of the 
trusts which he created.” One reads the faithful account of the philanthropies 
of this great man with awe and admiration not only of Mr. Carnegie’s unpre- 
cedented rise to fame but more particularly of his deep and abiding devotion
